PRINCIPLES  OP  ASSESSMENTS. 


If  our  art  tele  of  last  week  on  Assess 
m<  nts  attracted  considerable  attention  and 
elicts  much  comment,  it  is  because  of  the 
momentous  importance  of  the  subject  and 
of  the  wide  spread  feeling  of  dissatisfac¬ 
tion  with  the  present  uncertain  and  arbi 
trarjr  manner  of  valuing  property. 

It  is  not  the  fact  ol  taxation^ nor  the 
amount,  even,  which  occasions  discontent 
Very  few  are  to  ktupid  as  to  expect  or  so 
illiberal  as  to  wish  to  avoid  their  proper 
contribution  to  the  necessary  revenues  of 
the  government  and  to  important  and  la  v- 
ful  public  improvements. 

The  real  ground  of  opposition  can  be 
traced  to  the  conviction  that  Ihs  levy  is 
not  based  upon  true  principles  of  fairness 
nnd  equity.  Americans  will  not  long 
brook  or  tolerate  injustice  ;  but  they  will 
cheerfully  submit  to  any  amount  of  tax 
for  a  righteous  cause,  if  it  be  levied  on 
prineipl)  arul  equity.  Intelligent  persons 
will  think  and  reason,  and  they  cannot  fail 
to  perceive  the  gross  injustice  of  a  system 
which  allows  one  roan  with  a  two  acre  lot 
and  dwelling  (which  he  perhaps  over 
values  at  $20,000)  to  be  taxed  half  as  much 
as  his  next  neighbor  whose  fifteen  or  tieen 
ty  similar  lots  would  bo  considered  cheap 
at  $80,000.  And  such  inconsistencies  sre 
neither  few  nor  rare. 

But  this  diantislaction  is  not  confined  tn 
one  town,  it  exists  in,  probably  every  to 
in  the  State,  outside  of  the  citieo.  Neither 
is  it  chargeable  to  the  corruptibility  or 
partiality  of  assessors.  They  are  generally 
selected  for  their  intelligence  and  probity, 
and  they  may  1*  presumed  to  be  reasonably 
efficient  and  faithful.  We  feel  that  we  are 
acting  for  thousands  of  our  fellow  citizens 
in  Essex  county  in  this  endeavor  to  expose 
the  evils  of  our  assessment  system,  if  that 
maybe  called  a  system  which  is  without 
regularity,  consistency  nnd  definiteness. 

We  want  a  system  that  ia  based  on 
known  and  udmitted  principles  of  taxa¬ 
tion,  and  which  is  clastic  enough  to  be 
adjusted  to  every  variety  of  case,  without 
being  warped  unfuitly  by  fallacious  reason- 
ing  or  plausible  statements.  We  want  a 
system  which  does  not  leave  the  entire  val¬ 
uation  of  our  properties  in  every  separate 
instance  to  the  arbitrary  opinion  of  the 
single  assessor  whoso  judgment  mast  fre¬ 
quently  lx)  given  with  insufficient  consider¬ 
ation  and  always  without  any  well-defined 
rulo  to  govern  it. 

Our  former  article  we  think  outlined 
such  a  system.  (I).  It  propsed  a  regular 
basis  of  assessment  dividing  the  real  et 
Utc  of  the  town  into  two  classes— Farm¬ 
land*  and  Village  Lota.  (2).  Each  of  these 
classes  to  be  subdivided  into  throe  grade*. 
according  to  the  elegibility  and  desirable¬ 
ness  of  location.  (3  )  The  Farm  land*  to 
be  valued  by  the  acre,  each  grade  to  have  s 
fired  price.  (4.)  The  Village  Lota  on 
the  built  up  streets  and  in  the  compact  pnrt 
of  the  town  to  be  valued  by  the  running 
foot  of  frontage  on  the  street,  allowing  a 
uniform  depth  of  say  not  over  300  feet  as 
the  itandard  of  depth.  (3).  It  proposed 
that  the  grades  referred  to  l>e  fixed  by  the 
combined  wisdom  of  the  Town  Committee 
or,  it  thought  best,  by  a  commission  of  in 
dependent  citizens  appointed  by  the  Town 
Committee.  (8  )  That  the  varying  depths 
of  the  different  lota  bo  provided  for  by 
adding  to  the  price  of  tbs  frontage  foot 
ceruia  equitable  torn  for  each  additional 
100  feat  of  depth  of  rear  land.  (7).  That 
the  village  dwellings  Ire  separately  class! 
fled  in  six  grades  according  to  tbea^judg 
ed  oast  of  the  same.  t*. 

Now  to  make  this  proposed  system  clear 
t>  the  must  casual  reader  let  us  Illustrate 
the  manner  of  Its  operation. 

The  Town  Committee,  we  will  suppose, 
takes  the  iultietivs  by  (1st)  Assigning  tbs 
bounds  of  the  two  district*  which  may  be 
known  as 

Ths  B tin »t.  Dtvnucr,  comprising  all 
the  Farm  lands ;  snd  The  Village  District ; 
Including  the  streets  and  intervening 
blocks  of  lots  and  plots  snd  houses, 

(Snd.)  Designating  the  limits  and  char* 
actor  of  the  three  grades  in  each  class.  In 
the  Uural  District  it  may  not  always  be 
easy  to  distinguish  the  three  grades.  Ths 
poiatauf  distinction  would  be— nvurasaa  to 
village  centre  nr  lUilrnad  Depot ;  Attri¬ 


butes  snsl  condition  ut  the  land  ;  and  tbc 
character  Ol  who  building*  ntul  lutprove- 
menu.  According  to  these  peculiarities 
each  farts  would  he  graded  as 
Minimum  or  lowest  value, 

Medium  or  average. 

'  Maximum  or  highest. 

In  the  village  pioper,  Ijte  Committee 
would  determine  which  location*  should 
belong  to  which  grade  : 

The  minimum  or  lowest  value. 

The  medium  or  average. 

The  maximum  or  highest. 

We  suggested  in  our  last  week’s  article 
on  this  subject  that  the  houses  and  im¬ 
provements  should  be  classified  in  perhape 
fix  grades,  as  under  $2,500,  $2,300,  $3,000, 
$8,000,  $13,000  $20,000.  Our  Correspond¬ 
ent,  *  M.  It.  E,"  in  this  issue,  thinks  s 
closer  classification,  or  perhaps  none  at  all, 
would  be  desirable.  We  do  not  agree 
with  him.  Generally  in  public  concerns 
of  this  kind,  we  would  not  discriminate  to 
a  nicety  in  regard  to  the  qualities  of  lands 
or  the  values  of  improvements.  The  ob¬ 
ject  should  be  to  get  ths  reLuiae  valuations 
equitably  distributed.  There  is,  w*  admit, 
room  for  argument  on  this  point,  and  it  is 
likely,  as  "  M.  R.  E.”  remarks,  that  a  eons 
petent  assessor  would  readily  eatimate  the 
true  value  of  tbs  bouse  improvements. 
We  are  not  disposed  to  contend  for  this 
point;  but  it  must  have  been  observed 
that  our  aim  is  to  reduce  the  bnsinees  to  • 
eyotem,  in  order  to  relieve  tbs  Assessor,  as 
far  as  possible,  frop  responsibility,  and 
tbe  people  from  causes  of  complaint  and 
dissatisfaction.  But  wlist  is  left  without 
definite  limitations,  to  be  guessed  at  end 
decided  by  a  single  individual,  endangers 
the  system.  Besides  we  confess  to  the 
opinion,  and  we  are  ready  to  give  reasons 
for  our  judgment,  that  all  buddings  run¬ 
ning  between  $5,  and  $8,000  should  be 
assessed  alike.  Bo  also  those  betj^en  8 
and  $12,000,  and  so  on. 

One  thing  more  would  devolve  npon  tbe 
Town  Committee.  It  belongs  to  them,  as 
wj  suppose,  to  determine  the  per  eentage 
of  taxation  on  the  valuations  returned  by 
the  Assessor.  We  are  aware  of  the  trouble 
attending  this,  and  we  think  it  will  be 
diminished  by  tbe  systematised  plan  herein 
presented. 

The  Assessor  will  find  his  work  much 
alleviated.  After  hit  List  is  made  out  he 
has  against  tbe  farmer’s  name  the  number 
of  acres  he  owns.  He  knows  whst  grade 
his  land  is  in,  and  ot  course  determines 
the  sum  of  its  valuation  at  once. 

Against  the  name  of  the  owner  of  vil¬ 
lage  property  be  baa  the  dumber  of  feet  oi 
h:s  frontage  on  the  street  ;  in  another  cob 
uran,  the  depth  of  bis  lot;  in  another  he 
places  his  estimated  raise  of  his  house , 
and,  knowing  tbe  grade  to  which  his  1st 
belongs  snd  the  assessing  price  of  that 
grade,  be  can  immediately  determine  tbe 
accessible  sum  for  that  property. 

It  must  be  obvious  to  every  thoughtful 
reader  that  this  arrangement  simplifies 
the  businem  of  town  taxation;  and  placet 
tbe  tax  levy  on  the  only  rational,  true  and 
equitable  basis,  that  of  equal  relative 
ation  of  all  similar  properties.  It  define* 
the  Assessor’s  duties  and  limits  his  respon 
sibility  within  a  comparatively  narrow 
sphere  snd  st  tbe  same  time  relieves  him 
from  the  unpleasant  responsibility  wbicb 
has  made  the  position  so  trying  snd  oner 
ous

SCHOOL  MATTERS  IN  CALDWELL 

The  new  school  building  which  is  now 
in  process  of  construction  ia  Caldwell,  is 
designed  to  accommodate  nearly  five  bun 
dred  pupils.  It  wilt  be  an  elegant  and 
substantial  structure,  finely  adapted  to  the 
work  of  instruction.  If  properly  furnish¬ 
ed,  and  a  corps  of  earnest  and  able  teach 
era  he  secured,  Caldwell  will  take  an  hon¬ 
orable  position  in  school  matters  The 
schools  of  the  throe  consolidated  districts 
hare  for  years  bsen  of  a  very  indifferent 
character.  They  have  been  the  source, 
too,  of  very  general  dissatisfaction.  But  s 
good  school  has  its  price  always,  which,  if 
people  are  not  willing  to  pay,  they  must 
expect  to  forego. 

In  the  beginnings  of  an  educational  cn 
terprise,  school  officers  often  make  a  fatal 
mistake  in  the  practice  of  a  false  economy 
To  avoid  in  assessment  of  a  few  hundred 
dollars,  they  attempt  to  organise  their 
school  by  the  employment  of  teachers  who 
will  work  cheaply,  and  furnish  indifferent 
materials  ae  aids  to  illustrative  teaching. 
Wherever  this  has  been  tried,  the  result 
has  been  disastrous.  It  would  be  well  for 
school  officer*  to  act  upon  the  assumption 
that  their  tb  oak  less  office  cannot  be  reo 
dered  more  agreeable,  by  oliedience  to  the 
whims  of  a  few  inconsiderate  parties 
sre  given  to  chronic  declamation  gainst 
taxes  lor  the  support  of  schools.  To  begin 
right,  involves  s  battle  with  stubborn  pre¬ 
judice#.  If  the  battle  be  won,  the  preju¬ 
dices  soon  dissipate,  A  properly  orgaais 
ed  and  successful  school  is  a  blessing— a 
pro  requisite  to  every  well  ordered  commu¬ 
nity.  If  the  Caldwell  Board  of  Educa¬ 
tion  aud  the  many  friends  of  tbe  crass  ol 
tree  learning  ia  that  Borough,  will  stand 
up  nobly  to  thetr  work  this  Spring,  and 
secure  ths  means  by  which  to  organize 
their  new  enterprise  npon  safe  and  sound 
principles,  they  may  confidently  count  upon 
more  thanks  than  arise  doling  ths  coming 
year.  A  good  and  satisfactory  school  will 
he  ths  only  argument  required  at  future 
school  meetings  to  call  nut  •  favorable 
vote.  This  is  the  tmlversal  experience.

Mr  Editor  Allow  mo  to  congratulate 
yon  upon  ffoe  tolling  effect  of  tbs  editorial 
00  assessments  in  last  week's  issue  ol  your 
paper.  I  have  heard  8  number  express 
their  unquslifl  d  approval  of  ths  same. 
You  have  evidently  given  the  matter  much 
SHemlmi  and  have  simplified  ths  subject 
to  such  aa  extent  that  those  who  run  amy 
rend.  Ax  you  intimate,  the  value  of  fann¬ 
ing  land  very  Rarely  exceed  in  this  sec 
lion  ths  sum  of  $150  per  sere.  In  fact  it 
cannot  be  made  to  pay  it*  farms,  Interest 
on  this  amount, unless  worked  very  econom¬ 
ically.  Then  as  land  that  is  worth  more  than 
amount  cannot  be  regarded  a*  farms.  It  this 
must  be  placed  among  that  which  Is  eligl 
ble  for  building  purposes,  sad  should  be 
rated  accordingly.  If  the  assessor  rates 
form  land  st  $100  or  $800  per  acre.  It  ia 
manifest  injustice,  snd  the  valuations 
should  be  reduced.  If  it  is  not  hold  for 
such  use  and  is  valuable  tor  building  pur¬ 
pose*  (whether  fronting  on  the  street  or 
otherwise,)  it  should  be  rated  at  an  amount 
that  approaches  it*  true  value,  while  we 
should  bear  in  mind  also  that  the  owner’s 
aritiog  price  snd  the  actual  oath  vataUion 
ale  sometimes  very  different.  Thera  are 
many  tales  made  thnt  result  in  very  imnll 
cash  payments  sad  all  these  matters  should 
be  considered.  In  regard  to  youf  classifi¬ 
cation  of  tbe  diffeient  priced  houses,  l  do 
not  exactly  comprehend  your  ides.  Do 
^ypu  mean  that  a  house  that  is  worth  $7,- 
"04  should  be  taxed  upon  tbe  same  valua¬ 
tion  as  one  worth  $5,000? 

There  is  I  think  no  need  for  such  a  clas¬ 
sification,  as  men  of  experience  (such  as 
s ze  capable  of  filling  tbe  office  of  assessor) 
can  readily  find  the  valuation  of  any 
beildiog.

Patronize  them,  ae 
now  too  frequently  the  case,  only  as  s  mat 
ter  of  necessity,  and  for  the  minor  articles 
required  for  domestic  uaes,  and  a  corres¬ 
ponding  meagre  ora*  will  be  developed  in 
the  goods  from  which  your  selections  are 
made,

it  not  true  that  tbc  very  limited  amount 
of  business  transacted  by  them,  precludes 
the  possibility  of  tbeir  adjusting  prices  to 
conform  to  those  adopted  in  our  metropo¬ 
litan  cities!  "Quick  Sales  and  Smalt  Pro 
flu”  ia  ths  only  safe  policy  for  city  mer 
ehaate.
